Each  * 
time  succeeding  target  picked  up  it  was  in  almost  the  direct  opposite 
direction  from  preceding  target  and  considerable  distance  away.  Since  ■ 
3 radar  contacts  were  observed  in  a period  of  about  6 minutes,  then 
disappeared,  anomalous  propagation  (false  targets)  is  the  most  likely 
cause  of  the  radar  sighting.  The  visual  target  was  determined  to  be 
a meteor.
